l. Anstoliy Mikhaylovich GOLITCYN © KLIMOY was born oa , 
25 August isot at Piryatin, Poltanva, Odlast, Ukrainian SSR, ON 
of lower cisss parents. After childhood education and studies 
at the Frunse Artillery School im Qdcsst, where he was a 
Komsomol (CP Youth) organizer, Subject requested and was 
granted trexsfer into Military Counverintelligeace.

Subject 
studied general subjects and the Imglish 
language; he was one of 30 students who 
specialized in counterintellizence during - 
the second year of the course. 


1950-1951: Desk officer, Orerntional Case Officer, _ 
supervising SK activities in china, 
assisned to the SX Section, Eastern Departe- 
meat, First Directorate of the Mcp Head- 
quarters in Moscov, the SX functions having 
reverted from the KI to. the MGB in 1949,

Subject and a young friend vrote a Joint letter 
through the Central Comittee of the CPSU to 
STALIN making sugsestions for a fundanental 2 
reorganization of Soviet: foreign intelligence and 
counterinvelligence work. 


While on vacation in the Georgian SSR Sudiect was 
ordered to Moscow for a four hour reeting, with his 
friend, with STALIN, MALENKOV, and SERIYA. S7TALIH 


WAKELY the tvo officers for their sugsestions, 


discussed intelligence matters {n detail and asked 
thea to send nin a letter wita specife prorosals 
for necessary reorganizations, tozether with the 
names of recormended chiefs. In a subsequent 
letter they recomended Sergey Ivanovich CCOLTSOY, 
then in prison for “political crimes." and Yevgenty 
Petrovich PITO/PALOV, then chief or deputy chief 

of the MCB in the Uzbekistan SSK. STALIN met Subject 
and his friend a second tine. OGOLTSOV was released 
from pric*n end appointed Chief of the First Chier 
Directormmte, with PITOVRANCV as his desuty. A 
Chtef Intelli sence Directornte of the G3 was then 
formed, containing a Counterintellicence Department 
with an Enicre desk and seven seosruphical 

desks. Subject vas appointed by CCOLTSOY ar chief 
of the Anerican Desk, supervising approximately 

15 ataff persons. 


When STALL died and BERIYA took over control of the 
State Security apnaratus, which he combined with tue 
MID tats a unifled MD, he replaced OCOLTSO? vith one 
of his own azuointces. Subject was reassigned as 
derzuty chief of the Russian Enisre Desk of the Cr 
Nepartnent of the Second (nev designation for foreign 
Intelligence) Chief Directorate, iD. Subject supervised 
activities acainst enieres in Austria and Germany. 


Sublect was aseicnet to the 4D residency in Viena, 
Austria, a3 ar onerational case officer in the Ectcre 
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August 1958; Subject vas transferred to the British Su>-Group of 
the Anslo-\cerican-French Group of the KS3 residency 


in Vierna. His duties were of a counterintveliisence 
nature, f.e. concerned vith penetration or foreign 
intelligence services. ’

1959. During his school tour Subject also spent several

operational files on foreign diplomatic personnel in 
Moscow who were KGB targets.

Russian intellisence reports tc the goveranent. i 


April 1960: Subject was transferred to the American Section of the 
CI Department cf the First Chief Directorete, KG3, to 
prepare for ass ignnent to the KG3 residency under 
Soviet Exbassy cover in Helsinki, Finlend, as the CI 
officer working against foreign intelligence services,

Early 1962- 

February 1963: Subject was debriefed by CIA Officers, officials from other US 
Agencies and teams of Intelligence Officers from Free World 
nations. Subject provided much valuable information on the KGB, 
its organization, personnel, operations, aims and efforts 


against the Free World. Subject, however, proved tobe a most 


difficult handling problem, especially az a result of his 
personality a;,d his constant demands for regular meetings with 
high-leve! US officials such as the President, the Attorsey- 
General, 4he Directors of CIA and the FBI and for a policy 
role iu the US Intelligence Community.

Soviet State secrets.
